ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 


State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Haverhill  in  the 
County  of  Grafton,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March, 
1944,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing matters: 

Article     1.  To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  selectmen, 
treasurer,  cemetery  commissioners  and  any  other  town 
officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  selectman  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  a  town  treasurer,  one  or  more  highway 
agents,  one  or  more  auditors,  one  library  trustee  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  one  cemetery  commissioner 
for  the  term  of  five  years,  one  trustee  of  trust  funds 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  all  other  necessary 
town  officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
any  alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the 
support  of  the  town,  as  recommended  by  the  finance 
committee  in  its  budget  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
all  sums  so  determined  for  the  purposes  so  determined, 
and  to  pass  any  other  vote  relating  thereto. 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  con- 
tribute funds  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways 
as  provided  in  Chapter  100  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  required  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  selectmen  to  issue  interest  bearing  orders 
or  notes  to  provide  for  the  current  year's  expenses  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  selectmen  to  distribute  the  inventory 
blanks  by  mail  or  at  the  time  they  examine  the  taxable 
property. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through  tax  collec- 
tor's deeds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  ap- 
point or  elect  a  budget  committee  to  supervise  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  town  and  to  recommend  to  the  next 
annual  meeting  the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  various 
purposes,  such  recommendations  to  be  printed  in  the 
next  annual  report. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  its 
share  of  the  costs  necessary  to  paint  the  bridge  leading 
from  Haverhill  to  Newbury  known  as  the  Keyes  bridge 
over  the  Connecticut  River,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pe- 
tition the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit 
made  by  the  Division  of  the  Municipal  Accounting  and 


to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such 
audit. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  plan  for  and  aid  all  returning 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  this  town  in  their  en- 
deavor to  resume  a  normal  life  in  this  town  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  war,  or  whenever  discharged,  and  to  co- 
operate with  other  agencies  to  fully  accomplish  this 
most  important  program,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  this  purpose. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase certain  new  highway  equipment  for  use  on  town 
roads,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  required 
for  this  purpose. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
from  Frank  R.  Dean  by  gift  a  tract  of  land  for  an  air- 
craft landing  area  in  said  town,  or  for  use  as  an  air- 
port. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dis- 
continue as  an  open  highway  and  make  subject  to 
gates  and  bars  the  road  described  as  follows:  Begin- 
ning at  the  intersection  of  the  road  extending  easterly 
of  the  residence  of  Ray  Kimball  and  about  forty  rods 
from  said  residence,  with  the  King  Hill  Road,  so  called, 
thence  from  said  intersection  in  a  northeasterly  di- 
rection about  one  and  one-half  miles  past  the  Roy 
Tewksbury  farm  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  the 
highway  leading  from  Swiftwater  to  Woodsville  past 
the  residence  of  Forrest  Austin,  and  being  a  portion 
of  the  King  Hill  Road,  so  called. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  estab- 
lish a  capital  reserve  fund  as  authorized  by  Chapter 


160,  Laws  of  1943,  which  fund  shall  be  available  for 
the  purpose  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  town 
roads,  or  for  the  purchase  of  highway  equipment  or 
for  such  other  purpose  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
voters,  said  fund  to  be  expended  by  the  selectmen  of 
the  town,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  under  this  article. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  selectmen  to  provide  proper  storage  for  the 
highway  equipment  of  the  town  under  or  adjacent  to 
the  town  hall,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  18.  To  transact  any  other  business  proper 
to  come  before  said  meeting.

To  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  of  Haverhill  :- 

We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing January  31,  1944.  Our  detailed  statement  will  be 
found  on  the  following  pages. 

The  town  books  were  audited  by  State  Auditors 
and  all  of  the  town  officers'  accounts  were  found  to  be 
in  excellent  shape.  The  auditors  came  January  24th 
and  finished  January  28th. 

Most  of  the  departments  were  kept  within  the 
budget  estimates. 

Town  maintenance  had  an  overdraft,  but  part  of 
that  was  due  to  the  purchase  of  a  new  grader  at  a  cost 
of  $485.00. 

The  town  poor  account,  of  which  the  Selectmen  are 
overseers,  was  handled  at  a  cost  of  $232.00,  of  which 
$82  was  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  overseers, 
and  $150  for  rent.  The  office  was  also  used  by  the 
other  town  ofl^icers  when  needed.

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the 
accounts  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  and  the  Haverhill  Cemetery  Association. 

Financial  Statements 

Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes: 

Comparative  statements  showing  the  Indebted- 
ness, Valuation  and  Taxes  assessed  during  the  ten  year 
period  ending  January  31,  1944,  are  presented  in  Sched- 
ules A  and  B. 

Balance  Sheets,  January  31,  1943-January  31,  1944: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  for  the  fiscal  years 
ended  January  31,  1943  and  January  31,  1944,  are  sub- 
mitted in  Schedule  E.  As  indicated  therein  the  Net 
Debt  of  the  town  decreased  during  the  year  from 
$43,791.86  to  $41,925.87.

Revenues,  Appropriations  and  Expenditures: 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  January  31,  1944,  are  included  in  Sched- 
ules C  and  D.  A  net  excess  of  actual  over  estimated 
revenues  of  $1,352.86,  and  a  net  unexpended  balance  of 
appropriations  of  $948.91,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  sur- 
plus for  the  year  of  $2,301.77. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody  of  and  the  receipt  or  dis- 
bursement of  public  funds  were  examfned  and  audited. 
Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in 
the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled 
bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from 
depositary  banks. 

Tax  Accounts 

The  tax  warrants  for  1943  and  1942,  of  Collector 
Deming,  were  audited  and  summarized  statements  of 
these  accounts  appear  in  Schedules  G  and  H,  respec- 
tively. 

The  tax  sale  accounts  were  examined  and  the  ac- 
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tivity  therein  xor  the  fiscal  year  is  indicated  in  Sched- 
ule I. 

Town  Clerk 

Motor  vehicle  permits  and  dog  licenses  issued  by 
the  town  clerk  during  the  year  were  examined.  All 
funds  received  from  these  sources,  and  for  town  his- 
tories sold,  were  properly  accounted  for  through  re- 
mittances to  the  treasurer. 

General  Comments 

It  is  recommended  that  at  the  time  of  the  tax  sale 
a  voucher  and  check  be  issued  to  the  collector  for  the 
actual  amount  of  taxes  bought  by  the  town  plus  in- 
terest at  8  per  cent  from  December  1  to  date  of  sale. 
This  should  be  endorsed  by  the  collector  and  remitted 
to  the  treasurer  as  taxes  and  interest  actually  col- 
lected, crediting  the  proper  accounts  in  the  warrant 
book. 

A  second  voucher  and  check  to  the  collector  cover- 
ing fees  for  advertising  and  selling,  to  which  the  col- 
lector is  entitled  by  law,  should  be  issued  and  this 
check  retained  by  him.  Any  expenses  in  connection 
with  the  sale,  paid  directly  by  the  selectmen,  should  be 
charged  to  "taxes  bought  by  town." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  31, 
Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939,  this  report  or  a 
summary  of  its  essential  features  should  be  published 
in  the  next  annual  town  report. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  town 
for  the  assistance  rendered  and  information  furnished 
while  engaged  in  making  this  audit.

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WHITE  PINE  BLISTER  RUST  CONTROL 


Board  of  Selectmen,  Haverhill,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  our  past  policy  we  are  submit- 
ting a  financial  statement  covering  White  Pine  Blister 
Rust  Control  which  was  conducted  in  your  town  dur- 
ing the  season  of  1943. 

Being  mindful  of  the  labor  shortage,  and  the  needs 
of  agriculture  every  effort  was  made  to  the  end  that 
blister  rust  control  would  not  interfere  with  farm  ac- 
tivities. Consequently,  it  was  sometimes  necessary  to 
defer,  or  suspend,  control  work  either  during  the 
planting  or  harvesting  seasons.  In  some  instances 
high  school  boys  were  employed  and  it  can  be  said  to 
their  credit  that  excellent  service  was  rendered. 

Through  an  appropriation  of  Federal  funds,  under 
the  so-called  "Lea  Act,"  we  were  able  to  allot  addi- 
tional monies  for  blister  rust  work  in  your  town  as 
is  indicated  in  the  attached  financial  statement.  While 
rates  of  pay  for  unskilled  labor  were  higher  than  in 
the  past,  nevertheless,  they  were  held  to  the  local 
scale  set  up  by  the  towns.  In  the  expenditure  of  the 
federal  money  the  rates  were  somewhat  higher,  but 
since  these  were  fixed  by  the  government  we  had  no 
other  course  but  to  adhere  to  them. 

As  formerly,  the  training  and  supervision  of  the 
crews  was  handled  by  the  District  Blister  Rust  Lead- 
er, an  employee  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
but  working  under  the  direction  of  this  office.  We 
greatly  appreciate  the  assistance  given  him  by  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

Since  the  present    War  has  demanded    so    much 
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lumber,  a  great  reduction  has  taken  place  in  the  stands 
of  merchantable  white  pine,  thus  leaving  a  great  deal 
of  young  growth.  Since  the  younger  pines  are  quick- 
ly killed  by  the  Rust,  it  is  very  important  that  this  dis- 
ease be  kept  under  control  in  the  interest  of  a  future 
crop  of  pine.  . 

It  is  recommended  that  this  letter  and  the  accom- 
panying financial  statement  be  printed  in  the  town's 
annual  report.

There  were  five  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1943. 

Miss  Florence  C.  Callahan  replaced  Mrs.  Nettie  W. 
McCoy  as  principal  of  the  elementary  school.  Miss 
Callahan,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, taught  in  the  seventh  grade  last  year. 

Miss  Lillian  V.  Kelly,  also  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Teachers'  College,  replaces  Miss  Callahan  in  the  sev- 
enth grade.  Miss  Kelly  has  had  two  years  of  exper- 
ience at  Warren,  New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Leone  F.  Philbrook  replaces  Martha  White  in 
grade  four.  Mrs.  Philbrook  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Teachers'  College  and  has  formerly  taught  in  West 
Stewartstown  and  Pittsburg,  New  Hampshire. 

In  the  high  school.  Miss  Barbara  L.  Ferrin  was 
elected  as  teacher  of  Biology  and  Chemistry,  replacing 
Mr.  David  Greenlaw,  who  entered  the  Army.  Miss 
Ferrin  is  a  graduate  of  Mt.  Saint  Mary's  and  has  had 
one  year  of  experience  at  Brewster  Academy  at  Wolfe- 
boro. 

Miss  Claire  F.  Emerson  succeeds  Helen  Thomas  in 
the  department  of  social  studies.  Miss  Thomas  ac- 
cepted a  position  in  Pembroke,  New  Hampshire.  Miss 
Emerson  is  a  graduate  of  Colby  College  and  has  had 
two  years  of  teaching  experience  at  Biddeford,  Maine. 

Mrs.  Alice  Todd  Drew  was  elected  as  teacher  of 
music,  a  newly  created  full  time  position.  Mrs.  Drew 
has  had  two  years  of  experience  as  supervisor  of  music 
at  Newport  and  Sunapee.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Colby 
Junior  College  and  Oberlin  College.  She  has  had  one 
year  of  graduate  study  in  music  education  at  Boston 
University. 

Mr.  Charles  Thompson  replaced  Mr.  A.  J.  Guil- 
mette  as  janitor  at  the  elementary  school  early  in  the 
fall. 
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Music 


Mrs.  Alice  Drew  is  teaching  Music  Appreciation 
in  the  high  school.  The  students  taking  this  course 
receive  one  credit  the  same  as  in  any  other  full  time 
course.  Mrs.  Drew  spends  half  of  her  time  at  the  high 
school  and  half  of  her  time  at  the  elementary  school. 
An  orchestra  and  band  have  been  organized  at  the  high 
school.  Vocal  work  and  instrumental  instruction  is 
being  given  in  both  the  high  school  and  the  grade 
school. 

School  Lunches 

Both  the  elementary  and  the  high  school  are  par- 
ticipating in  the  Penny  Milk  Program.  Each  child 
pays  one  cent  for  a  half -pint  of  milk.  The  government 
and  the  local  district  pays  the  dealer  for  the  difference 
between  the  market  price  and  the  child's  contribution. 
There  are  at  present  about  135  children  receiving  milk 
in  the  grade  school  and  about  30  children  receiving 
milk  in  the  high  school.  This  milk  is  available  for  all 
children  and  is  not  distributed  on  a  welfare  basis.  The 
Progressive  Club,  assisted  by  several  other  local  organ- 
izations, is  providing  milk  to  those  children  who  cannot 
contribute  a  penny  a  day. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  being  operated  as  in 
previous  years  in  both  the  high  school  and  elementary 
school.  Sixteen  pupils  in  the  elementary  school,  who 
are  ten  or  more  pounds  underweight,  are  being  offered 
hot  lunches  free  of  charge.  No  surplus  commodities 
are  available  this  year  for  these  programs,  but  under 
a  new  plan  the  government  will  reimburse  the  school 
district  for  each  meal  served.  The  amount  of  the  re- 
imbursement depends  upon  the  type  of  meal. 

Repairs 

During  the  summer  of  1943  numerous  repairs  were 
made  on  the  high  school  building.    The  sash  of  all  of 
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the  windows  in  the  building  were  painted  and  puttied 
where  necessary.  The  walls  on  all  of  the  corridors, 
the  teaching  room,  and  the  commercial  room  were 
painted ;  also  the  inner  walls  of  the  assembly  hall,  room 
1  and  room  2  were  painted.  The  walls  in  these  rooms 
were  in  especially  poor  condition  where  the  ventilation 
shafts  passed  from  the  walls  to  the  roof.  It  was 
thought  that  the  cold  air  which  collected  in  the  shaft 
during  cold  weather  caused  moisture  to  collect  on  the 
wall  in  sufficient  quantity  to  cause  the  paint  to  come 
off. 

The  ventilation  system  had  been  completely  closed 
several  years  ago.  This  was  done  in  order  to  secure 
greater  economy  in  heating  the  building.  The  result 
was,  however,  that  it  caused  very  poor  ventilation.  It 
was  impossible  to  secure  a  sufficient  change  of  air  by 
opening  and  closing  windows.  In  an  attempt  to  remedy 
this  situation,  the  cap  was  removed  from  the  top  of 
the  ventilation  shaft  and  the  covers  were  removed 
from  all  of  those  openings  which  removed  air  from  the 
rooms.  The  openings  which  had  formerly  taken  fresh 
air  through  the  basement  windows  into  the  school  room 
were  left  closed.  It  was  assumed  that  this  would  al- 
low the  warm  or  foul  air  to  leave  the  room  with  fresh 
air  being  obtained  from  the  windows.  This  change 
has  resulted  in  some  improvement  but  ventilation  is 
not  entirely  satisfactory  and  plans  should  be  made  for 
improving  the  system  some  time  after  the  war  is  over. 

The  roof  on  the  high  school  was  repaired  so  as  to 
prevent  leakage  around  the  ventilator  shaft. 

During  the  summer  the  Lions  Club  and  the  Rotary 
Club  cooperated  in  building  two  slides  and  seven 
swings.  The  slides  have  been  in  continual  use  but  the 
swings  were  used  for  only  a  short  while  because  the 
original  suspensions  wore  off  to  such  an  extent  that 
they  became  dangerous.  New  commercially  made 
swing  suspensions  were  ordered  but  they  have  not  yet 
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been  obtained.     Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  two 
organizations  that  made  these  additions  possible. 

Rooms  2  and  4  in  the  grade  school  were  refinished. 
This  was  in  line  with  the  policy  of  refinishing  a  part  of 
the  building  each  year. 

New  curtains  were  installed  in  the  eighth  grade 
room  at  the  elementary  school.  This  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  use  the  motion  picture  projector,  which  was 
purchased  last  year,  in  this  building. 

Curriculum 

The  most  important  change  in  the  curriculum  this 
year  was  the  addition  of  music.  This  has  been  referred 
to  above.  The  school  ought  to  look  forward  to  offering 
a  program  in  shop  work  as  soon  as  the  war  is  over. 
Federal  money  is  available  to  help  support  such  a  pro- 
gram. Money  is  also  available  to  support  the  home 
economics  program,  if  we  expand  it  so  as  to  meet  cer- 
tain standards  as  set  up  by  the  federal  government. 
These  changes  would  necessitate  some  changes  in  the 
school  plant  as  well. 

It  is  not  too  early  to  begin  studying  the  problem  of 
renovating  the  high  school  plant  so  as  to  offer  more 
work  in  the  practical  arts.  If  we  are  to  make  changes, 
we  should  be  prepared  to  start  that  soon  after  the  war 
is  over.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  great  deal  of  work 
which  should  be  done  on  the  high  school  building,  it 
might  be  wise  to  secure  the  services  of  a  skilled  ar- 
chitect, or  a  school  building  engineer,  to  analyze  the 
problem  for  us.  Such  action  should  come  only  after 
the  district  has  decided  what  it  wants  to  do  in  regard 
to  this  matter.  I  am  not  competent  to  judge  the  ex- 
pansibility of  the  present  building  nor  am  I  competent 
to  judge  the  limit  to  which  the  tax  payers  would  go 
to  finance  major  changes  on  the  school  building.  It 
is  clear,  however,  that  our  program  of  studies  is  not 
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adequate.  From  the  educational  point  of  view,  we 
should  be  offering  more  work  in  all  of  the  practical 
arts.  This  will  necessitate  increased  expenditures  for 
equipment,  materials,  and  instruction.  The  shop  work 
program  could  be  planned  so  that  one  course  a  year 
could  be  added  for  four  years.  This  would  spread  the 
cost  of  equipment  over  a  longer  period  of  time. 

In  a  recent  study  of  other  schools  that  have 
estabhshed  a  course  in  shop  work,  it  is  found  that 
there  are  now  39  schools  in  the  state  offering  shop 
work  and  17  schools  offering  agriculture.  Of  these 
schools,  8  have  an  equalized  valuation  lower  than  that 
of  Woodsville.  Of  the  total  number  of  schools  offer- 
ing shop  work,  11  of  them  have  a  school  enrollment 
lower  than  that  of  Woodsville  and  8  of  them  have  a  pop- 
ulation lower  than  that  of  Woodsville  (Woodsville  es- 
timated as  2,000).  Six  more  are  only  slightly  larger 
than  Woodsville.  In  an  attempt  to  further  determine 
the  ability  of  Woodsville  to  pay  for  education,  a  study 
was  made  for  current  cost  of  public  education  per 
$1,000  for  1939-1940.  It  was  found  that  Woodsville 
is  120th  of  the  241  towns  in  the  state,  in  its  current 
cost  of  public  education  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valu- 
ation. The  cost  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation  for 
Woodsville  was  $12.06.  The  lowest  cost  was  $3.48 ;  the 
highest  was  $29.99.  These  facts  would  seem  to  in- 
dicate that  Woodsville  could  bear  the  cost  of  additional 
educational  opportunities. 

Such  changes  as  are  proposed  here  can  not  be  done 
on  short  notice.  They  require  considerable  advanced 
planning.  It  would  be  well  for  the  School  District  to 
consider  an  educational  program  for  the  next  5  or  6 
years.  The  expense  of  such  a  program  might,  of 
course,  be  spread  out  over  an  even  greater  number  of 
years. 
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Fifty  Years  of  Progress 


In  preparation  of  this  report,  an  analysis  of  the 
school  reports  for  fifty  years  was  made.  I  find  that 
this  is  the  fiftieth  annual  report  made  by  the  school 
board,  the  headmaster,  or  the  superintendent,  in  the 
Woodsville  Union  High  School  district.  Even  though 
the  Union  High  School  district  was  organized  in  1885, 
the  first  printed  report  was  published  in  1893.  Prior 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Woodsville  Union  High 
School  district,  this  district  was  known  as  District  No. 
13  in  the  town  of  Haverhill.  Since  1893  our  school 
population  has  increased  from  172  to  360.  Our  school 
budget  has  increased  from  $3,153  to  $31,000.  Dur- 
ing some  of  these  years  the  school  budget  has  been  in 
excess  of  $40,000  and  the  enrollment  has  been  over 
450.  The  teaching  staff  has  increased  from  four  to 
sixteen.  It  would  take  considerable  space  to  outline  all 
of  the  achievements  and  changes  during  these  fifty 
years.  The  high  lights  would,  of  course,  be  the  erec- 
tion of  the  elementary  school  building  in  1899,  at  a 
cost  of  $20,000,  and  the  erection  of  the  high  school 
building  in  1914,  at  a  cost  of  $26,897.21.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  throughout  these  previous  years 
the  headmaster  and  the  superintendent,  in  their  an- 
nual reports,  stressed  the  need  for  additional  music, 
additional  laboratory  equipment,  mechanical  arts,  home 
economics,  art,  and  physical  education.  The  school 
district  has  gradually  met  these  needs  over  the  period 
of  years  but  there  is  still  much  that  might  be  done  in 
these  areas. 

By  1950  What? 

It  is  difficult  to  make  specific  plans  for  future  im- 
provements in  our  school  system  because  of  the  war 
situation.  Shortages  of  materials  and  labor  might 
make  it  impossible  to  achieve  a  specific  improvement 
in  any  particular  year. 
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A  list  of  the  educational  improvements  which 
should  be  achieved  by  the  Woodsville  Union  High  school 
District  in  the  course  of  the  next  five  or  six  years  fol- 
lows: 

Addition  of  a  kindergarten  teacher  and  provision  for 
room  and  equipment. 

Adoption  of  salary  schedule  to  attract  and  hold  good 
teachers. 

Additional  facilities  in  the  home  economics  labora- 
tory. 

Installation  of  adequate  facilities  for  handling  lunch 
program  at  grade  school. 

New  toilet  facilities  in  grade  school.  Shift  in  pres- 
ent arrangement  of  boys'  and  girls'  toilets  so 
as  to  allow  boys  to  enter  the  manual  training 
room  directly  from  the  boys'  toilet. 

Partition  off  the  north  side  of  eighth  grade  room  to 
provide  for  principal's  office,  and  an  addition  to 
superintendent's  office. 

Full  time  play  ground  supervisor  and  coach  to  pro- 
vide for  increased  utilization  of  community 
building  and  other  recreational  facilities,  both 
during  the  school  year  and  during  the  summer. 
Same  playground  supervisor  might  also  be  a 
part  time  high  school  teacher. 

Renovation  of  high  school  plant  to  allow  for  the  ad- 
dition of  a  shop  program. 

Purchase  of  equipment  for  a  four  year  shop  program. 

Employment  of  teacher  for  shop  program. 

Installation  of  new  ventilating  system  at  high  school. 

Installation  of  stoker  at  high  school. 

Purchase  of  additional  equipment  for  home  econom- 
ics laboratory. 

Move  seventh  and  eighth  grade  shop  to  high  school. 

Furnish  basement  room  in  grade  school  for  lunch- 
room. 

Finish  off  a  section  of  the  attic  in  the  grade  school

to  provide  for  music  rooms,  game  rooms,  remed- 
ial teaching  rooms,  etc. 

Install  fire  escape  on  grade  school  building. 

Textbooks  and  Supplies 

Many  new  textbooks  have  been  added  in  the  grade 
school.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  have  greater  uni- 
formity in  the  series  of  books  used  in  the  different 
grades.  Unless  the  work  in  the  grades  is  in  proper  se- 
quence, there  is  considerable  waste  motion.  The  use 
of  a  single  series  of  books  in  the  lower  grades  in  read- 
ing, spelling,  and  arithmetic  is  especially  important. 
The  cost  of  supplies  has  gone  up  approximately  one- 
third  during  the  last  two  years.  The  item  for  textbooks 
and  supplies  in  the  school  budget  should  be  increased 
to  cover  the  increased  cost  as  well  as  to  cover  the  cost 
of  materials  needed  in  addition  to  the  normal  require- 
ments. Magazines,  films,  laboratory  equipment,  man- 
ual training  supplies,  art  supplies,  workbooks,  etc.,  are 
charged  in  our  budget  to  Scholars  Supplies.  There  is 
a  trend  toward  the  increased  use  of  supplies  in  this 
area.  This  means  that,  if  we  are  to  keep  pace  with 
newer  ideas,  we  must  increase  this  item  in  our  budget 
by  a  considerable  amount. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  school 
board,  teachers,  and  citizens  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years.

The  first  place,  according  to  scholarship,  was 
taken  by  Marion  Henderson ;  second  place,  Louise  Lar- 
row ;  third  place,  Louise  Rosa. 

The  Alumni  Attainment  Award  was  given  to  Rich- 
ard Zampieri;  the  Perley  N.  Klark  Music  Award  to 
Paul  Ricker;  the  Science  Award  to  Norman  McMeekin. 

The  effect  of  the  war  was  very  strongly  felt  by 
the  class  of  1943,  as  ten  of  them  left  high  school  dur- 
ing the  year  to  get  more  definite  training  for  war  jobs 
elsewhere.  One  girl  entered  Plymouth  Teachers'  Col- 
lege and  one  entered  Katherine  Gibbs  Secretarial  School 
at  mid-year.  Two  others  went  to  the  Western  Union 
Training  School  in  April.  Four  boys  entered  the  Navy 
and  two  the  Army  during  the  last  half  of  the  year. 
These  people  were  granted  a  full  diploma  if  their  work 
was  made  up,  or  a  "War  Emergency  Diploma"  if  this 
was  impossible.  Since  graduation  one  boy  has  joined 
the  Navy,  one  the  Marines,  and  three  the  Army  Air 
Force.  Seven  girls  went  on  to  college  and  three  to 
Nurses'  Training  Schools. 

Curriculum 

The  School  Board  was  very  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Alice  Drew,  as  music  director. 
Under  her  direction,  two  courses  in  Music  Appreciation 
have  been  added. 

The  Aeronautics  class  which  was  added  last  year 
has  been  enlarged  to  include  Juniors,  as  the  graduates 
in  the  service  found  this  work  very  helpful. 
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A  physical  fitness  program  has  been  provided  to 
give  all  Junior  and  Senior  boys  one  hour  a  day  of  train- 
ing. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  English  Department, 
the  school  library  has  been  very  successfully  run  by 
student  librarians.  It  has  been  kept  open  every  period 
and  has  been  used  much  more  than  in  past  years. 

Hot  lunches  and  milk  have  been  provided  for  out- 
of-town  students,  under  the  direction  of  the  Home 
Economics  Department. 

Short  daily  assemblies  have  been  held  to  promote 
patriotism  and  school  spirit. 

Liberal  use  has  been  made  of  the  new  sound  pro- 
jector bought  last  year  by  the  school. 

During  the  fall,  the  students  bought  stamps  and 
bonds  enough  to  buy  a  Jeep  for  the  Army- 
Extra  Curricular  Activities 

A  restricted  program  of  baseball,  basketball  and 
touch-football  have  been  played.  We  were  unfortu- 
nate not  to  be  able  to  secure  a  coach,  but  this  work  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  headmaster. 

The  Junior  and  Senior  classes  put  on  two  very 
successful  plays. 

The  band,  orchestra,  and  glee  club  have  been  re- 
organized and  have  made  several  public  appearances. 

Considering  the  many  restrictions  and  limitations, 
due  to  the  war,  the  citizens  of  Woodsville  should  feel 
justly  proud  of  the  educational  advantages  they  have 
been  able  to  provide  for  their  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 
OF  HAVERHILL 


We,  the  undersigned  members  of  Haverhill  School 
Board,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

A  number  of  minor  repairs  were  made  at  the  diff- 
erent school  buildings  during  the  past  year,  with  the 
following  outstanding  ones:  a  new  and  very  substan- 
tial bulkhead  at  the  Haverhill  Academy  building,  the 
old  one  having  become  dangerous.  The  work  was  con- 
tracted with  Mr.  George  Lavoie  of  Haverhill,  the  ex- 
pense being  about  $135.00.  The  new  bulkhead  is  pro- 
vided with  double  doors,  thus  furnishing  extra  pro- 
tection against  cold  air  getting  into  the  basement. 
The  boilers  at  Haverhill  Academy,  Alumni  Hall,  North 
Haverhill  and  Pike  Schools  were  cleaned  and  defec- 
tive parts  replaced,  new  smoke-pipes  had  to  be  installed 
for  the  two  boilers  at  the  Academy  building  and  new 
grates  were  placed  in  the  boilers  at  the  North  Haver- 
hill and  Pike  schools.  The  sewer  line,  between  Alumni 
Hall  and  the  Grade  school  caused  trouble  several  times 
in  the  Fall  and  Winter,  by  getting  clogged  up.  The 
Board  will  give  the  matter  special  attention  during  the 
next  Summer  vacation,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that 
some  different  kind  of  pipe  will  have  to  be  laid  in  order 
to  avoid  future  trouble. 

For  a  number  of  years  past  the  water  supply  at 
Pike  school  has  proven  very  unsatisfactory  and  inad- 
equate. Through  the  courtesy  of  Moosilauke  Lumber 
and  Bobbin  Co.  the  School  Board  was  able  to  make  ar- 
rangements to  connect  with  the  Pike  Quarry  waterline, 
and  as  a  result  there  is  no  more  trouble  regarding  the 
water  situation  at  that  school  building.  The  labor  of 
digging  ditches,  plus  the  expense  for  pipes  and  material 
and  laying  the  pipes  came  to  about  $142.    To  obviate 
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the  lack  of  space  for  storing  scholars'  and  janitors' 
supplies  at  Pike  School,  a  large  and  commodious  closet 
was  built  in  the  basement.  New  window  curtains  were 
installed  in  the  Pike  Primary  room. 

We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  annual  reports 
of  Supt.  Richard  A.  Martin  and  of  the  Headmaster, 
Mr.  Friend  H.  Jenkins.  From  the  former's  report  the 
voters  and  taxpayers  will  note  that  there  are  again 
three  rooms  functioning  at  the  Haverhill  Grade  school, 
since  two  rooms  meant  overcrowding. 

For  several  years  past  parents  of  the  boys  and 
girls  in  the  elementary  grades  have  been  agitating  the 
desirability  of  providing  more  adequate  instruction  in 
music.  It  so  happened  that  Supt.  Martin  was  in  the 
position  to  secure  a  music  teacher,  providing  some 
of  the  other  School  Boards  of  the  Supervisory  Union 
were  willing  to  share  the  expense  of  salary  involved. 
The  Piermont,  Bath  and  Warren  School  Boards  ex- 
pressed their  willingness  to  co-operate  and  as  a  result 
Mrs.  Katherine  Robb  of  Lebanon,  N.  H.  was  hired,  our 
share  in  the  salary  being  $700.00.  There  being  no 
piano  at  the  Haverhill  Graded  School,  the  Board  was 
able  to  purchase  a  second-hand,  reconditioned  piano 
for  the  sum  of  $85.00.  The  piano  in  the  Assembly  room 
of  Haverhill  Academy,  proving  no  longer  of  usefulness, 
was  also  replaced  by  a  second-hand,  reconditioned 
piano  at  about  the  same  cost  as  the  one  for  the  grades. 

Especial  attention  of  the  taxpayers  and  voters  of 
the  district  is  directed  to  the  Budget,  covering  the  pro- 
posed expenditures  for  the  school  year,  beginning  July 
1,  1944.  Again  the  Board  has  deemed  it  absolutely 
necessary  to  provide  for  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
the  teachers,  in  order  to  retain  them,  also  replace 
teachers  who  will  leave.  With  this  fact  in  view  it  will 
be  noted  that  the  budget  calls  for  approximately  $2,000 
more  than  last  year. 
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The  retiring  member  of  the  Board  is  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
Slight  of  Haverhill.

Personnel 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  teachers  at  the 
Academy  this  year. 

Mrs.  Avis  Lemieux  replaces  James  R.  Morrill,  as 
teacher  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  North 
Haverhill.  Mr.  Morrill,  who  entered  the  Army,  was 
granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  duration. 

There  was  a  complete  change  of  staff  at  the  Hav- 
erhill Corner  school.  An  additional  teacher  was  em- 
ployed at  this  building  because  of  the  crowded  situation 
at  the  school.  Mrs.  Seraph  D.  Chase  was  elected  as 
principal,  to  replace  Thomas  E.  Crowley.  Mrs.  Chase 
is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers'  College  and  has  had 
experience  at  Bath  and  Newport,  New  Hampshire,  as 
well  as  Wellesley,  Massachusetts. 

Miss  Martha  R.  White  was  elected  as  teacher  for 
grades  four,  five,  and  six. 

Mrs.  Hazel  Underhill  replaces  Pauline  Webb  in  the 
lower  grades. 

Miss  Natalie  Clough,  who  replaces  Mrs.  Rachel 
M.  Wright  in  the  upper  grades  at  Pike,  is  an  accelerated 
student  from  Keene  Teachers'  College. 

Miss  Emily  Gregory  was  elected  as  teacher  at  Cen- 
ter Haverhill.  Miss  Gregory  taught  in  the  East  Haver- 
hill school  last  year.  The  children  from  the  East  Hav- 
erhill school  are  attending  the  Pike  school  this  year. 
The  East  Haverhill  school  was  closed  because  of  the 
low  enrollment  and  because  the  school  district  was  no 
longer  receiving  state  aid  on  this  particular  school. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Robb  was  elected  as  music  super- 
visor. She  is  teaching  and  supervising  the  music  pro- 
gram in  all  of  the  elementary  schools  in  Haverhill. 
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Her  work  includes  instruction  in  both  the  vocal  and  in- 
strumental fields. 

Curriculum 

As  soon  as  conditions  permit,  the  Haverhill  School 
District  should  consider  the  introduction  of  an  agri- 
cultural course  at  the  Academy. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Haverhill  ranks  first 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  in  the  value  of  farm 
products,  third  in  value  of  farm  buildings,  and  sixth 
in  the  number  of  farms.  We  should  be  proud  of  this 
record,  but  we  are  doing  nothing  in  our  schools  to  keep 
our  youth  interested  in  farming  and  to  perpetuate  this 
record  in  agriculture. 

Enrollment 

An  analysis  of  the  enrollment  figures  indicates 
that  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  town  is  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  number  of  elementary  pupils 
on  January  1,  1944  was  188,  as  compared  with  193  on 
the  same  date  last  year.  There  were  27  new  pupils 
entering  the  first  grade  this  year  as  compared  with  20 
last  year. 

The  elementary  school  organization  in  the  Town 
of  Haverhill  seems  to  be  approaching  a  more  stable 
form.  In  the  past  the  various  changes  in  the  rural 
schools  have  caused  unforseen  changes  in  the  state  aid. 
We  are  at  present  receiving  state  aid  on  only  two  teach- 
ers in  the  Haverhill  Corner  School  and  in  the  North 
Haverhill  School.  The  increase  in  the  North  Haver- 
hill School  will  probably  entitle  us  to  state  aid  on  that 
school  another  year.  Regardless  of  state  aid,  our 
present  organization  appears  to  be  the  best  possible. 

After  the  war  it  will  probably  be  wise  to  con- 
sider sending   the    Center  Haverhill  pupils    to    North 
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Haverhill.  If  the  enrollment  were  sufficiently  large, 
a  teacher  could  be  added  to  this  school.  However 
with  enrollments  as  at  present  all  the  pupils  at  Center 
Haverhill  and  at  North  Haverhill  could  be  taught  by 
three  teachers  at  North  Haverhill. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  school 
board,  teachers,  and  citizens  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.

I  submit  herewith  my  twentieth  annual  report  of 
Haverhill  Academy  and  High  School  for  the  year  end- 
ing January  31,  1944. 

The  enrollment  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  in  September  was  72.  Four  transfers  from  other 
schools  have  entered  since,  making  a  total  enrollment 
of  76  to  date.  Four  have  also  left  leaving  the  present 
enrollment  at  72.    Of  this  number  10  are  tuition  pupils.

The  decrease  of  13  under  last  year's  enrollment 
is  not  excessive  as  compared  with  the  general  decrease 
for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  fact  that  the  present 
enrollment  is  the  same  as  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  would  indicate  that  the  downward  trend  has 
stopped.

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Scholarship  honors  were  won  by  Elizabeth  Hall, 
John  Frink,  Pauline  Perkins  and  James  Lackie  in  the 
order  named.  The  John  Dexter  Locke  Latin  prize  was 
won  by  Elizabeth  Hall.  The  Scholarship,  Loyalty  and 
Achievement  Medal  was  awarded  to  John  Frink. 

Commencement  Activities  were  confined  to  one 
evening  in  which  the  Baccalaureate  Service  and  Grad- 
uation program  were  combined.  Practically  all  other 
activities  were  of  necessity  dropped  during  the  spring 
term  that  would  require  the  use  of  cars.  With  the 
lifting  of  the  ban  on  pleasure  driving,  most  of  the 
usual  activities  have  been  resumed  thus  far  this  year 
but  to  a  restricted  degree. 

The  Physical  Fitness  Program  begun  last  year  has 
been  continued  and  a  course  in  Aeronautics  added  to 
the  regular  program  of  studies  this  year  without  re- 
duction in  the  number  or  content  of  the  subjects  pre- 
viously offered. 

While  this  report  has,  in  the  interest  of  conserv- 
ing space,  been  confined  to  bare  statistics  and  a  general- 
ization or  two,  we  wish  to  have  here  recorded  that  the 
school  has  made  its  contribution  to  the  war  effort  in  its 
weekly  purchases  of  war  stamps  and  bonds,  now  total- 
ing over  $2,800.00;  in  supplying  some  800  hours  of 
labor  during  the  fall  crop-harvesting  season  and  in 
numerous  other  ways.

THEIR  HOMECOMING 

Haverhill  has  had  many  veterans  in  previous  wars 
Probably  there  will  be  more  to  come  home  from  this 
war  than  from  all  former  ones.  We  at  home  have  done 
well  in  all  bond  drives,  war  funds,  letters  to  the  boys 
over  there,  and  all  the  little  things  we  can  do  here  in 
our  humble  way  to  help  them  in  the  war  effort.

It 
seems  to  us  that  the  town  will  do  well  to  assemble  all 
possible  information  of  value  to  help  in  this  program. 
Much  effort  will  be  required  of  those  who  serve  on  this 
committee.  For  actual  expenses  we  urge  your  support 
of  Article  12  in  the  town  warrant. 

This  post-war  program  will  not  only  benefit  the 
returning  veterans  but  will  also  pay  real  dividends  to 
the  town  of  Haverhill.  Let  us  all  give  thought  to  this 
subject.  Give  your  suggestions  to  the  committee.  All 
of  us  are  interested.  All  can  help.  Let  us  do  a  real 
job  at  the  job  of  finding  jobs  for  Haverhill  men  in 
Haverhill.
